Jdees, and no more. We beg lonve to assure the
wx-Vice-President that, on this very important
Ppoiut, his views are radically diverse to those ol
the great puarty which carried the country
frivmphantly through the war ngainst seces-
#slop, and that, unless those whom ne calls *‘the
Bouth,” are willing to resume their places in
Congress on o foonng of equality ol power, man
1or man, between themselves and the Union-
upholding whites ol the North and West, they
will probably wait some time for readmission.
A1 the Bouthern blacks are not to yote (as we
1rust as they are), it must ot least)be conceded
that those who deny them the right of suilrage
shull not cast votes in their stead.

moenibers, an honorary officer called the Lord
Rectaor,
the great universities of England, requires no
duties elther of supervision or ingtruction, All
that ig expected of the Lord Itector is, that he
will acknowledge the compliment by the delivery
of a public addrese, The students of Edinburgh
elected, this vear, as their Lord Reetor, Thomas
Carlvle—n choloe which might have seemed
about as Thopefdl ns the attempt hy a small

American college to dob Henry Ward DBoecher
Doctor of Divinity. One would naturally have
suppoted that this great mourled writer; who
with the strength of the oak hus all its nodosi-
ties, would have contemptoously declined to
accept an empty oflice, and make wshow oration.
This hvge denodncer of shums, whose
amuscment I8 o pour forth grotesque scorn
aggningt stump oratory and all lorms of speech
that are kindred to it, whose favorite inculeas
vion is the supremé value ol silence—who conld |
have exdested that this huge rhinoeeros of lite-
rature could be tickled by a compliment, and
would eonsent to desecrate ‘the Eternal Silence”
by making s speech of mere form? But nobody
familiaxr with Carlyle’s writings could ever have
donbted that this colossal old growler had a
heart susceptible of all amiable hnman emo-
tions; tnd swong others, vanity, We have found
even his prodigions talent lor scolding amiable,
for the grinning oddity of its method shows that
it is rather an appeal to admiration for o thing
well executed, than the outponring of a mis-
anthropic beart, Maligunaut contempt of ‘men
does not solicit their applause b{ such a
studied mingling of the arllstic and the gro-
tesque, The aminble wish to stand weil with
hi= kind, which hos prompted COarlyle to
et quaintly  constructed  admirat.on-Araps
everywhere in bis writings, made it morally im-
possible for him to deelioe the invitation of the
ingenuous Fdinburgh students. Considering

the supreme importance of Doing, and the in-
eflable sllliness of Saymg, he felt compelled to
pffect reluctance, and to invent tor himsell an
excuse lor accepting the proflered honor.
Although he had known, for at least filty years,
that the Lord Rectorship required nothimg
to be done; that it was & mere form, one o
the detested Shams or “Simulacrums” ho huas
been cudgeling with his Hercules elub, all
his lite, he pretends, or makes a semblunce
ot prelending, in the beginning of Iis ad-
drees, that he thought it en office weighted
with duties, He eays:—'""When this office’ was
fitst proposed to me, some of you knew thatl

was not very smbitious to socept it at first. 1 was
tauglht to believe that there were certain more or
less Important duties which would lein my
power. This, 1 confess, was my chief motive
m gojng into it—at least in reconciling the ob-
Jections I felt for such things; for it I can do
anythiog to honor you and my dear old Abma
Mater, why should I not doso?” (Loud cheers,)
Well, but on practically looking inio the mat-
ter, when the oflice actvally came nto my
handg, 1 find it grows moce and more uncertan
und abstruse 1o me whether there is much real
duty that 1 can do at all.”

It I8 o pleasant satire on the whoelg
body of Carlyle's writings, The great thiug he
never tires of fusisting on s thet a8 opposed to
humg, sincerity as opposed to pretense; aond
here he aflects w have, believed, previous to
poceptance, thatthe Lord Rectorship had duties,
and 1o have discovéred only, since hcceptance,
that it 1 very donbtlul whether it has any;
iua&il{-mg his entéring on & thing whose sole
functlon i palaver by the feigned supposivon
of wark,

Cur)yle felt that it would be a anfire on him-
self 10 compose wn eluborate oration Tor such a
show ocension, Finding, us he says, when he
bogan to write, that Lie was “‘not scenstomed 10
write speeches, and that he did not get on. very
well, he **dung that away,” 6nd concloded to
trust to the inspiration-ol the oecnsion and speak
what came uppermost. By more claborate pre-
Eurmunu he would have given an abler address:

ut all who teel an irfterest in the man will be
better sulted with It as it s, 'Wé have olher ma-
terials enovngh for apprecinting his great capa-
oity nk & writer, ana it s interesting to gee in
what divection his mind turns when scting on
its impromptu § lses.

The Temper of the South~Mr. Stephens®
Testimony.

Mr. Alexnuder H. Stephens' teatimony before
the Heconsiruotion Committes is described in
the Washington correspondence of a contempo-
rary as “the most damaging to the South yet
brought out.” We have looked through the
| evidence, as reported by the committes, without
| finding anything in the tone, form, or substance
ol his statements to sustain such an impression.
So far from belng “damnging to the South,” we
aré under the wipression that the Iacts and
opintong communicated by the distinguished

Ceorginn are a8 favorable as any resasopable
may could desire them to be; while they re
flect credit upon the candor and modest mmnli-
nese of the wilness,

Much of course dc‘pcmls upon the expeota-
tions with which we sturt upon the mquiry. If
the view we take requires on the part or the
Southein people not only acquiescence in the
results ol the war, but gladness that these re-
| sults are not other than they are; If we assume
ihat to prove their recognition of the Federnl
authority, and tueir lovalty to the Constitu-
tion and the Union, they must extol the
sgenuls and the moans by wuich their rebeliion
wis overcome:; il we insist (hat their doty ls,
not 10 regurd the people of the loyal States as
fellow-catizens, equals belore the law, but ae
superiors to be abjectly obeyed; il thege are
the ideas whth wheh we set out in the ex-
amipation of sueh & wan as Mr, Stephens,
then undonbtedly we shall rise 1rom the ta:k
with the diegust which evidently mspired the
Tribune's despatch, But all expectations and
demands of this nature are in our jude-
ment unjvatifiuble,
Southian people to glority the men und toe
power that smote them, vangquihed them, and
punished them in the manoer incident (o war,
we should doubt their sincerity and despise
their spirit wers theéy willing to do this thing.
Grant, and Bherman, and Bheridan, and Meade,
and Thomss have never been known to dis
parage the pluck or enduorance of their adve r-
siaries on the banledfield; and today toese
lieroes of the Union army ‘mar no ungrudelng
lestimony to the quality of the Rebel soldiers,

S0 we prefer to bave the South'putiing lorward
] its clatma to constitutionnl rights, rather than
| meanly nceepting every condition proposed to
|it.  Defeat should not entail forteiture of self-
respect ; and that the Souch continnes to respect
itselt, despite ite dignsters. (s o our mind one of
the strongest prools of 1ts fitness jor rostoration
to the full privileges of the Union,

True, Mr. Btiphens says that his opinions,
and the opinions of the Bouth geuerally, on the
abstract question ol Btate sovervignry, have
undergone no change, Why should they? The
sword connot out down opinions, thoueh it pre-
vents thelr application, 88 in the case of the He-
bellion. The No:th hae decided that there shall
be no fecession; the Bouth, having (rled to
secede and failed, submits to the decislon and
necepts ite consequences, What more can we
ack Y Are weto cxsct nol only submission to
our anthority, but agreement with our opinions ?
Are we to set up certain extre constitutional
formularies of political faith, and to deeree the
civil and politieal damnation of all who refuse ta
| subseribe 1o them? We miy produce hypoerites
by this process, but truly loyal cltizens, never.

It is enough for the present purposes of the
country that the South emerges from the strug-
rle convineed of the futibty of the plaps and

opes with which it started five years ago; von-
yvineed, too, that ite interest 15 to be found ina
hearty, unwavering, and unreserved ackuow-
lrd{zm(-nt of the Union, its authority, and ita
claims—in an early adaplation of 1ts fndu.-l-rml
relut’ons to the change produced by the aboli-
tlon of slavery—and in the abanaonment, utterly
aud forever, of all thoughts of agitation, except
as it may be carried on within the limits of law,
and by means known to the Constitution. On
these pojuts we consider Mr, Stephens' exposi-
tion of the feeling predominant in Georgia emi-
nently satisfactory. And in some of the more
important of his stalements he is justiied by
ncts of the State Legislature in matters reluting
to the freedmen.

Nor can we trace any sign of inherent hostility
to the ncgro in other than striotly civil relations,
“Individeally,” Mr. Stephens I reported to have
saad, 1 should not be opposed (o a proper sys-
tem of resiricted or limited suffrage to this class
1 of our_populabon.” Begrmrl this, what could

we of New York ask? “restricted or limited
sufirage” is all our own Sfate concedes to 11a
| negro popuiation; shall My, Stephens be quar-

relled with because he is not willing to go
further? He is averse, moreover, (o any action
upon the subject except by the Bouthern Btates
tuemeclves. *In my judgment,” are his words

iteell.,” Well, New York nl=o holds this view,
#Ho does Connecticut and the North gencrally.
Why may not Georgin cherish it ne woll as they?

I8 there anything “demagiog to the Scuth,”
then, in Mr. Slephens’ deolaration, that it will
not yield fo negro suffrage or other amendments
of the Constitution, ag conditions precedent of
readmirgion to Congress? We think not. 1f
the Boulh, never having been out ol the Union,
16 in the Unicn now, it8 title to u place in Con-
grees (8 indisputable, sublect only to the fude-
ment of each Houee on the fquslifications of ils
Represeutatives, individually considered, And
what the South is entitled to, of right, ought not
to be encumbered with any comﬁnonn whateo-
ever., To talk of eonditiops-precedent in the
premised, is to comnvey the idea of u baregaln,
which Congress may or may not cenclude, se-
cording to ts pleasure. He must be morbidly
sensitive who objeets to the courteous temper
in which Mr. Biephens intimates that the South
will prefer an  indelinite exclusion from Con-
gress, to admission purchased by the surrender
ol & constitutional right,

In two sentencos Mr. 8tephens presents the
logical change of position ebould the North
continue to insist upon conditions which exclude
the Bouth from Congress. **The Southern
States would thus present themselves as willing
for immediate union under the Constitution, while
it would be the Northern States opposed to it,
The former disunionists would theloby become
Unionists, and the former (Umonisis) practical
disunionists.” The ible dilemma s worlh
